PAILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 4.—An old

sight of trouble.

weapons, and for two or three minutes 
a perfect fusilade of pistols shots was 
kept up.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Nov. 4.—A double 


tragedy occurred here yesterday. Geo. 
Bennet, a painter, drew a revolver upon 
John Werkhoff, a locomotive fireman, 
and shot at him three times. 
One ball 


struck Workhoff in tho right eide above 
the hip. To night he is vomiting blood 
and sinking so rcpidly that the prose- 
cuting attorney took his statement un- 
der oath. He declares that he had no 
quarrel or conversation with Bennet, 
but that the latter came up behind him, 
and, with the remark, "I'll fix yon, you 
—," fired three times. 


After shooting 
Werkhoff 
Bennet 


started to run, loading tha empty cham- 
bers of the revolver as he ran. William 
Scott, a former policeman, seeing him 
with a revolver in his hand called out, 
"What's the matter, George?'1 For an 
answer Bennet fired at him twice, Scott 
was about thirty feet from hisa at the 
first shot, but closed in on him after the 
second and succeeded in catching hold 
of Bennet and throwing him to the 
ground. Scott tried to get the revolver, 
but suddenly released his hold, and 
Bennet sprang to his feet and started to 
run. He was captured, and persons go- 
ing to Scott found he was dead, the ball 
having entered the breast near the 
heart. 


Bennet had been acting wildly during 


the day, and was drinking. To some he 
said ho would make a newspaper item 
before dark, as he was goiugtokill 
someone. Bennet was one of the men 
who took an engine during the Chicago, 
Burlington and Qaincy strike, and for 
this he claims railroad men have since 
been making life almost a bnrden to 
him. This morning Saott, the mur- 
dered man, warned Bennet he would 
have to vacate rooms occupied by him 
or he would be put out. This is sup- 
posed to be the cause of shooting Scott.

The untie of the Ballots Wages, But 


Oue is Unable to wive a Reliable 


Forecast of the Kesult. 


The battle of the ballots is waging 


to-day in thirty-nine states of the Union. 


State and county tickets are being 


voted for in many of them and 323 con- 
gressmen are being elected. 


In Indiana tho people are voting un- 


der 
the 
now 
Australian 
election 


law, which went into force last May, 
and aside from the interest centering 
in the result curiosity was on the tip 
toe to see how the now voting system 
would work. 


An impression had gained ground 


'chat it was a complicated and abstruse 
affair. This may have arisen from the 
unfriendly criticise! of tho system, or, 
perhaps, from the great length of the 
law itself. The first putting of the law 
into operation, tho making of the new 
precincts, the providing of booths and 
other paraphernalia for the 
voting 


places, the appointment of the necessary 
officers and the secrecy with which the 
ballots were gmrded, all puzzled the 
voter, and he was led to beleive that the 
now voting system was something that 
he won Id be unable to comprehend. 


All this faded away, however, when 


he got to the polls and saw his ballot 
put into the ballot box. He then real- 
ized that it was a simple, sensible affair 
and that tho system was one which 
would enable him to cast his vote for 
the party and candidates of his choice 
free from the solicitation, interference, 
compulsion or constraint of any one. 


Not for years has an election day in 


Fort Wayne passed so quietly and satis- 
factorily and with so few evidences of 
any attempt at "bu'ldozinR." The ward 
woikers and ticket peddlers found their 
employment gone, and the voter cast his 
ballot ns his own judgment dictated 
went about his business without being 
pulled and hauled about as he used to 
be under the old system of voting. 


The SENTINEL reporter was one among 


the many early voters. Ho wanted to 


how the election law worked and 
see 
whether it was possible, under the new 
system, to "vote early and often." He 
found that ho could "vote early," but 
"voting often" and every other species 
of fraud were closely guarded against, 
and it is safe to Bay that honest elections 
were held in every part of the Hoo&ier 
s'ate to day. 


Our .icung rcau went to the polls 


alone and walking down a path, between 
the ropes, which led to the voting 
places, entered the room where the bal- 
loting was to be done. This path is 
fifty feet long and nobody but certain 
specified officers have a right to ap- 
proach any nearer the voting place than

Tho statistics of briok making in this 


city show that the production of this 
very necessary building material has 
been something enormous.—far greater 
than the average thinker would ordin- 
arily calculate. A Bssrssex, reporter, 
iu conversation with Jacob Baltee, a 
prominent manufacturer and builder, 
was furnished some facts that permits 
a brief review of the subject in an intel- 
ligible waj. There are in Fort Wayne, 
or adjacent to its limits, eleven briok 
manufactories, which have, during the 
past summer, had an output of eighteen 
millions of brick. These briok-makers 
aro William Moellering, Jacob Bailee, 
John Kajlor, William Miller, Joseph.

The 
production on the average is 12,000

A careful 
estimate of the cost of briok which has 
been put into the buildings of this city 
during the past season places it at $104,- 
000, which, multiplied by four, which 
ia contidered a reasonable estimate for 
the cost of labor and completion of 
buildings throughout, will give the as- 
tonishing total of 8416,000 put into 
brick buildings alone during the past 
year. The sale of briok is made through 
the medium of tho Brickroaker's asso- 
ciation, of which James Fields ia secre- 
tary. The market price is uniform. 
Mr. Baltes stated that there has been a 
big demand for brick this year. He 
said: "About one million were turned 
out of my yards. We made 200,000 
moro this year and have not as many on 
hand as wo did at the same time last 
year."

The frequent charges of corruption in 


politics, born of each election, has so 
served 10 remove politics from religion 
that many have come to doubt whether 
a political career can be united to a 
Christian life, hence the question has 
arisen, "Oauap litician be a Christian?" 
Not long ago this question was sub- 
mitted to a number of persons promi- 
nent in American politics £-nd in the 
church and from the inquiries thus 
sent we select the following: 


Gen. O. 0, Howard— The question 


depends on two things— first, the defini- 
tion of Chrietisu, and, second, the 
definition of a politician. Supposing you 
mean by a Christian a consistent ba- 
liever in the follower of our Lord, and 
by a politician one who devotes his life 
conscientiously to tho solution of politi- 
cal problems, the answer is plainly, yes. 


Cardinal Gibbons— As human affairs 


are constituted there must needs be 
parties and politics, There being poli- 
tics there must needs be politicians. 
That in the true and larger and nobler 
sense of the words politics and politi- 
cian, there is no hostility to the spirit 
of Christianity, but rather entire har- 
mony with it : and that while there have 
been many nobla Christians who were 
also great politicians, it 13 to be de- 
plored that at present there seems to be 
so many politicians who are not Chris- 
tians. 


Francis E Williard— In the early his- 


tory of a party I believe a polifician am 
bo a Christian, for he has contradiction, 
curses, and contumely enough to throw 
him back upon a higher power. 
Jn the 


zenith of a party's fame, perhaps; for 
the momentum of tendencies just re- 
ferred to holds over for a while; in the 
decadence of a party and humanly 
speaking, I should say, he cannot; for 
wealth, power and preferment become a 
ball and chain to every high and sacred 
aspiration, and when professional par- 
tisans see their day of doom approach- 
ing a desperation seizes upon them and 
God is the last being in their thoughts. 
But with him all things are possible- 
even that a down grade politician may 
be arrested in his mad career and made 
a Christian of.

Another Air Ship Invention—A Com- 


pany Organised to Build it. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 4.—Fred N. Atwood, of 


this city, has invented an air ship which 
he claims ho will be able to travel at the 
rate of seventy miles an hour. A com- 
pany with a capital of $200,000 has been 
organized to build and test it. The ship 
he has iuvcatod and the principles he 
has patented differ from all others yet 
invented. 
The ship itself resembles 


most of the others built. It is cigar- 
shaped, and has a big cabin hung close- 
ly under it. Huge tanks are to contain 
hydrogen gas, which is to be partially 
used in liftiug the ship from the ground. 
Three engines nro to bo inside the cabin, 
operating the seven big fan-wheels. 
These wheels revolve in huge cylinders 
that open out at the bottom of the ship. 
Tho idea is to ran these wheels one 
thousand revolutions a minute, and 
thus 
force 
a 
column of air out 


of the cylinder', creating a vacuum. 
The air rushing back toward the open 
cylinder will elevate the ship. Each 
wheel, the inventor estimates, has a lift- 
ing power of four tons. The ship itself 
will weigh but 25,003 or 30,000 pounds, 
•with four wheels, each having the power 
to lift four tons, and with tho auxiliary 
assistance of the hydrogen gas, Mr. At- 
wood thinks he can lift his ship. Occe 
elevated it is any easy thing to propel 
it. Tho ship will bo built of aluminum, 
tho lightest metal know. It will be 305 
feet loug, fifty feet high and fifty feet 
wide. The hydrogen gas will be manu- 
factured on board the ship. Steam will 
be tbe motive power, and gas the fuel. 
The engiues are strong and light, and 
specially constructed, The ship will 
cost abont 830,000, and will be built im- 
mediately.

he claims lie will be able to travel at the 
rate of seventy miles an hoar. A com- 
pany with a capital of 8200,000 hu been 
organized to build and tost it. The ship 
he has instated and the principles he 
has patented differ from all others yet 
invented. 
The ship itself resembles 


it of tho others built. It 
IB eigir- 


shaped, and has a big cabin bung close- 
ly under it. Huge tanks are to contain 
hydrogen gas, wliioh is to be partially 
used 111 lifting the ship from the ground. 
Three engines ore to bo inside the cabin, 
operating the seven big fan-wheels. 
These wheels revolve in huge cylinders 
that open out at the bottom of the ship. 
The idea is to ran these wheels one 
thousand revolutions a minnte, and 
thus 
force 
a column 
of air out 


of the cylinder*, creating a vacuum. 
The air mailing back toward the open 
cylinder will elevate the ship. Each 
wheel, the inventor estimates, has a lift- 
ing power of fonr tons. The ship itself 
will weigh tmt 25,003 or 30,000 pounds, 
with fonr wheels, each having the power 
to lift four tons, and with the auxiliary 
assistance of the hydrogen gas, Mr. At- 
•wood thinks he can lift his uhip. Ocoa 
elevated it is any easy thing to propel 
it 
The ship will be built of aluminum, 


the lightest metal know. It will be 305 
feet long, fifty feet high and fifty feet 
wide. Tho hydrogen gas will be manu- 
factured on board the ship. Steam wfll 
be tie motive power, and gas the fuel. 
The engines are strong and light, and 
specially constructed. The ship will 
cost about 830,000, and will be built im- 
mediately.
